The First lord of the Admiralty an- 
nounced that the losseq inflicted upon 
German submarines have been formid- 
able. By doing so Mr. Balfour crystal- 
lized the stories told by naval men 
who have come in from the North Sea 
to © Who move among them in the 
anchorage on the castern seaboard. 

Following this an American author 
was privileged to F hb to the public a 
little indefinite information, very little 
and very ihdefinite, about the fleet; 
but to those who so often look upon a 
great battle squadron at anchor or 
watch the sudden rush to sea, or 


_ again, listen to the stories which carry 


to the fringe of an action, and who 
consequentiy know the secrecy with 
which it is sought to surround every 
movement on the sea, it is surprising 
the emphasis laid on the success of 
our warfare on the submarine. 

With Teutonic braggadocio the Ger- 
Mans, it is popuiary supposed, replied 
to Mr. Balfour's message, with the 
sinking of the Hesperian, just as they 
were ¢redited with having answered 
Mr. Churchill's speech at Liverpool, 
when he threatened the German fleet 
if they would not come out they would 
be dug out like rats from a hole, with 
the sinking of the Hogue and Cressy 
and the Aboukir, But the navy does 
not believe the Germans give repiles 
on these lines. The stake is too ser- 
fous. And in the stern game where 
men are constantly looking into the 
jaws of death one cannot get any of 
them to believe one cannot get any of 
playing for fireworks displays—no, 
they are out for results all the time. 

“fhe officers and men of the battle- 
ships and armed cruisers are envious 
of those engaged in submarine hunts, 
which are regurded as great sport.’ 
That statement may have been made, 
but it is the greatest possible travesty 
of a dangerous, monotonous and ex- 
posed life; so much Is {t so that it is 
inconceivable to anyone acquainted 
with the sea that any naval officer or 
seaman could frame the words. 

There are 2,300 trawlers, mine 
sweepers and other auxiliaries on duty 
outside the regular service keeping 
the North Sea clear. We always be- 
lieved there were about 3,000 ships at 
work around our coast and what is this 
matchless armada searching for on 
the lone waste? What is this quarry 
that gives the great sport? 

Reliable figures are not available of 


how many German submarines were 
afloat when war was declared. Pos- 
sibly at the outside fifty. Fanciful 


stories have been published of submar- 
ines. built in sections and carried 
overland—vessels of 1,000 tons, all 
fitted with most finely adjusted and 
delicate machinery. 

To the Germans, we grant, every- 
thing is possible; put setting aside 
freak ideas and coming to absolute 
facts, the German yards would not 
turn out in a year more than twenty 
new submarines. And even suppos- 
ing not a single submarine is being re- 
tained outside Kiel, off Heligoland or 
in the Baltic, for a year 3,000 ships 
have enjoyed great sport and been the 
envy of the fleet searching for about 
half a hundred under-water craft. No 
angling competition on a turbid canal 
wus ever more boring or lustreless in 
Wndividual success. : 

A summer sea, a sound, comfortable 
craft winding lazily through the west- 
ern Kyles, with a background of blue 
Scottish mountains; a litthe music and 
well cooked, solid, sustaining meals 
for the hungry man.

Respites from active service are now 
happly more numerous than in the 
anxious days when ‘we thought the 
German fleet might put itg nose out; 
but it was a melancholy experience to 
move slowly about the North Sed day 
after day, week after week and month 
after month—nothing in sight but 
water and no one on board knowing 
where they were except the captain. 
It was a maddening vigil, even the 
danger lurking that the fate that over- 
took the Hawke and the Pathfinder in 
brdad daylight might overtake them 
at any moment. Never was it sport. 

The men on shora tell of thei hard- 
ships and the scares they have when 
submarines are reported about. Often 
it is imagination, but every nerve is 
isut 60 long as the slarm {a on. no 
that the nerve strain is ever inuch 
slowed down. There are yacht clubs 
where the naval officers ashorg can 
go for a little companionable company, 
and while the doings on the sea are 
inviolate, Incidents are gone over, for 
the professional sailorman ig not 
averse to quietly discussing naviga- 
tion or the lie of certain watcrg or 
anchorage with his amateur brotier 
They will tell of heavy weather ana 
nights spent when the salt waves 
seemed to blind their eyes ani the 
tense cold numbed their bodies. There 
is a wonderful bond between the men 
who are drawn in common to tio un- 
quenchable call of the sea; but in the 
quiet conversation there is never a 
talk of sport. _— 

The losses inflicted on the German 
submarines have been formidable; 
they are irretrievable. When this war 
started we had gtill to acquire actual 
experience in fighting the under-water 
craft. We had to learn. But after 
the Hogue, the Cressy and the Abou- 
kir there was a lull to the Pathfinder 
and the Hawke, and it took-a long 
time before the Germans did anything 
to the Formidable. But we have grap- 
pled with the difficulty and we have 
means for tracing submarines immed!- 
ately they enter given areas, which 
are among the most carefully guarded 
secrets of the navy. 

But what is common knowledge 
among those acquainted with naval 
work is that we can trace a submarine 
travelling under the water through a 
curious formation of the wave it 
creatés on the surface, Our sailors are 
now trained to pick out this wave. 
Even laymen in _ navigation’ will 
readily understand that if there is a 
large object under the water, approxi- 
mating a thousand tons, even at a 
considerable depth, it will cause a dis- 
placement on the surface. This wave 
is not easy to pick out on a tumult- 
uous sea, but we can do it, and, more- 
over, once we get on this wave there 
{gs no difficulty in following it, for the 
submarine is constantly sending up 
little air bubbles. 

Once on this attack the submarine ts 
doomed. But there are not many Ger- 
man submarines now. We keep sink- 
ing them, towing them in, blowing 
them up. If they had fifty at the be- 
ginning of the war their first line of 
submarines has disappeared. 

| was standing on the eastern coast 
less than a month ago when three de- 
stroyers came steaming up, not three 
miles out. Two were steaming abreast 
aud one stood back about midway. 
They were going about half speed. I 
watched them through the glasses 
until suddenly the rear destroyer made 
a spurt forward, She gathered speed 
so that the foam rushed over her bows, 
The others zigzagged and the guns 
boomed out. ‘ine destroyers were 
twisting and twirling in a maze of 
movements and while their guns 
crackled.

Crocker Land a Myth 
McMillan Arctic Expedition Returning 
to New York 

Word has just been received by the 
Amer.can Museum of Natural History 
tnat Donald B. McMillau and a party 
of six explorers, who left New York 
in 1918 to explore and chart what was 
supposed to be Crocker Land, tn the 
Arctic Ocean, were safe, and that the 
relief ship Ciuett, later sent with aup- 

lies to the McMillan party, reached 
ts destination. 

Dr. B. O. Hovey, commander of the 
McMillan expedition, in a letter dated 
August 4 and sent by way of Denmark, 

dicated that the party had decided 
a Crocker Land was a myth. Rear- 
Admiral Peary had reported he thought 
Crocker Land had been located by 
him from the summit of Cape Thomas 
Hubbard, Greenland, 130 miles to the 
northwest. Dr. Hovey said the explor- 
ers were returning to New York after 
two years’ absence.

SYNOPSIS OF COAL MINING 
REGULATIONS. 


OAL mining rights of the Dominion, | 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, the Yukon Territories and a por- 
tion of the Province of British Columbia, 
miay be leased for a terme of twenty-one | 
years atan annual rentabof $1 an acre. 
Not more than 2,560 acres will be leased | 
to one applicant. | 
Application for a lease must be made 
by the applicant in person to the Agent 
or Sub-Ageat of the district in which the 
rights applied for are situated. 

Jn surveyed territory the land must 
be deseribed by sections, or legal sub- 
divisions of sections, and in unsurveyed 
territory the tract applied for shall be | 
staked out by the applicant himself, 

Each application must be accompan- 
ied by a fee of $5 which will be retunded 
if the rights applied for are not available 
but not otherwise. A royalty shall be} 
paid on the merchantable output of the 
mine at the rate of five cents per ton. 

The pereons erage the mine shall 
furnish the Agent with sworn returns 
accounting for the full quantity of mer- 
chantable coal mined and pay the royal- 
ty thereon. If the coal mining rights are 
not being operated, such returns should 
be furnished at least once a year. 

The lease will include the coal mining 
rights only, but the lessee may be per- 
mitted to purchase whatever available

Canada's Exports Exceed Imports 

‘The balance of Cauadian trade is 
being rapidiy adjusted as a result of 
heavy exports of munitions and war 
The ratio at the end of 
August covering the first twelve 
months of the war stood at $599,549,- 
164, representing total exports and 
$538,286,326 representing imports. For 
1914 the total exports were $488,643,- 
591, and total imports $575,664,462. 

Kor the first war year the total ex- 
ports of merchandise were $504,810,- 
452, and imports of merchandise were 
$415,813,055. THe aggregate of cus- 
toms duties in the first year of the 
war was $78,857,044, a decrease of 
$16,000,000. In exports the increases 
were distributed as follows: 
turers, $58,000,000; animal products, 
$22,000,000; forest products, $3,000,- 
000; fisheries, $1,000,000, and miscel- 
laneous, $2,000,000. Exports of min- 
erals fell away $4,000,000, and agricul- 
tural produce $60,000,000.

Britain Needs Three

Director of Recruiting Talks of the 
Fatlacy of “Wearing Germany 
Out” 

“Great Britain neéds 3,000,000 more 
amen by spring.” This declaration was 
miade by Brig>Gen. Sir kric Swayne, 
director of recruiting in the northern 

command, in a speech at Hull. 

Gen. Swayne estimated that Ger- 
many still has between 9,000,000 and 
10,000,000 men from the ages of 18 to 
4o, and that therefore it is useless 
to talk about wearing Germany out. 

In the spring, said he, Germany 
would have lost more men than the 
allies, which would balance the num- 
ber of the allies and the central pow- 
ers, but if Great Britain should raise 
3,000,000 additional, Germany probably 
would recognize that it would be use- 
jess to continue.

Allies Must Win in Balkans 
will bi Either rays, of German Am- 


bitions or of British Hopes 
J. L. Gayvin writes in the London 


“We know now that it must be, 
above all, Ureat Britain’s work in the 
salkans. We kiow equally weil that 
ihe Balkang in the infinitely frightful 
weeks before us will either be the 
grave of German ambition or the 
«rave of British hopes. If we fail in 
the near east, there can be no thor- 
ough victory over the cen pow- 
ers. We may and shall fight them 
to.a standstil, but we shal} not 
achieve the total overthrow essential 
to a drastic settlement, enduring 
peace, and our own future safety. 

“The conditions are such that if 
only we are strong, and prompt 
enough we can wrest good out of 
evil and turn the Balkan struggle 
entirely and fatally to German dis- 
advantage. The enemy is at pres- 
ent blocked in France, blocked on the 
Italian frontier, blocked in Russia, In 
aii three directions the Germans have 
reached their limit. If they are 
blocked in’ the Balkans during the 
next few weeks and brought visibly 
to their limit in that direction also, 
the central empires, with limited 
nhumberg and comirg to their last re- 
serves, will have stretched out their 
ghting line to its longest and tbin- 
nest. If they are but held on that line 
to begin with, it can be more cer- 
tainly ruptured’ in its weakest point, 
Jhey will then press in on fronts, in 
due course, by the accumulating 
Strength of the allied forces, employed 
with increasing superiority of num- 
bers on a combined offensive working 
from west, east and south. 

“The enemy in the Balkans ia play- 
ng his last card. ‘The allies in 
France and Belgium can in any 
case keep their front impregnable 
Under the new conditions they can 
postpore their western offensive if 
they choose, 80 as to make it more 
crushing at a later stage 

“It suits Gen. Joffre that the Ger- 
mans in the pursuit of the Balkan 
adventure should either be compeled 
positively to reduce their strength 
between, the North Sea and the Vos- 
ges or should have the utmost dif- 
uiculty im supplying the reinforce- 
ments required to keep up to a safe 

eu strength against the Fran 
co-British armies. They are just the 
conditions required to accelerate the 
coming of the final situation, when 
Gen. Joffre will have it in his grasp 
to win the crowning victory of the 
European war. 

“In the east Russian fs already re- 
Heved to a remarkable degree by the 
transfer to the Balkan frontier of the 
armies under Mackenzen, Galwitz and 
Eichorn. Our Russian allies have a 
breathing space. ‘The Czar's armies 
in the next stage a few months hence 
could swing their offensive with 
greater effect against an enemy weak- 
ened on the eastern front by the di- 
version of troops and reinforcements 
of guns and munitions toward the 
Danube.
